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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 

be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

Claim1-17, 19-25, 27, 28 stand] rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter . 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

As to the fatty acid ester, negative limitations are not supported- As to the legal 
authority ,see in RE: GRASSELLI 218 USP 269- a negative limitation can not be added 
to get around prior art. "At least about" is not in the specification. There is no support 
for an open amount, permitting 95-99.5% of solvent. 

There is ho support for 50% solvent (such as claims 4, 7, 11-17, 19-25, 27, and 28). 
There is no support for "any lipophilic polar solvent having a dielectric constant greater 
than 25."
